Reaction to the first issue of TGF has been great. My mailing list 
is very small at this time; so you can help with spreading the word.

If there are libraries to which you would like the newsletter sent, just give 
me a note. If I get 2 or 3 requests for the same library, I will consider send- 
ing it, provided the library will catalog it and make it available for public 
use. All subscriptions begin with the Jul-Sep issue. Anytime a subscription 
request is in the middle of the volume year, back issues will be sent. The 
early subscriber rate of $6.00 ended Aug 31, and 2 or 3 got in just under the 
wire. The $6.00 right now, is less than break-even amount. As the number of 
subscribers increase, the cost per issue will decrease. So if you know anyone 
interested, please give them my address. I will no longer send out the first 
issue free, as I did in the beginning. 

Comments have been very good concerning the newsletter. I have heard from 
as far away as Texas, Iowa and Illinois.

The last Gooch reunion at Suches was a good one for me and others. I was 
glad to see video cameras there in use. We need to take more still pictures 
too. Please take pictures of your loved ones. The older folks are usually 
more willing if you put children in the picture with them. 

My offer still holds on copies of old pictures and original documents. 

I will be glad to cover costs of duplicating and mailing them. Let me know. 
Old church records are also valuable as a source of history. If you have any 
influence with any church dating back 50-60 years or more, please have the 
records copied and put in a safe place. Many old records have been lost when 
the house of a church clerk or secretary, burns. If the old records are bound 
they can be put in an appropriate library that has family history or genea- 
logical sections. Baptist Universities usually want records of Baptist 
churches and so forth. I was able to use Nimblewill Baptist, Lumpkin Co. 
records recently to verify Samuel Gooch's death. Looking over the church 
membership, I learned that he and his second wife Caroline (Grizzle) were 
the only Gooches in the church at the time. Also found his and first wife 
Elizabeth’s grave markers.

NOTE ON COAT OF ARMS: The coat of arms, used on the first issue was one that 
came to me through correspondence. What I did not say, is that it is only one 
of many used by the early English Nobility. I have not counted, but there are 
probably 10 or 12 in print. It is not the intent of this newsletter to reprint 
that which is reađily available in public libraries, except that part which 
will add to our own pursuit of linking it in family history. Anyone who would 
like to educate themself on the subject of Gooch coat of arms and Gooch English 
Nobility, may visit any genealogical library and ask for Burke’s, ‘THE GENERAL 
ARMORY of England, Scotland, Ireland and Wales. It was first printed in 1884, 
but several impressions have followed.

Nimblewill Baptist Church is alive and doing well. During Labor Day week-end 
I was able to visit the church, take pictures and visit with 2 or 3 present 
members. I was able to establish through church records, that Samuel and his 
second wife Caroline were members in 1900. Even though his grave marker states 
D 1901, church records are very clear with a death notation of 1/9/1900. Then 
a follow up in church minutes and report to the conference Mar. 1900. so if 
you want to update FGS 293, page 4, in Vol. 1, No. 1, enter 1 Jan 1900, for 
Samuel Gooch death date, burial place, Nimblewill Bap. Ch.Cem. Lumpkin Co. Ga. 
Source is church records. I visited with James Cronan, who lives very near the 
church, and owns the property where the Gooch home site is located.

After finding the Samuel Gooch grave, I looked around for other Gooch 
graves. A few feet to the left of Samuel’s grave is the grave of Blizabeth 
Gooch, his first wife. Her grave is marked with a slab of marble or sand- 
stone, and is engraved with hand tools. ‘IN MEMORY OF ELIZABETH GOOCH 
DEPARTED THIS LIFE NOV. THE 7, 1888, AGE 70.’ I feel like Samuel himself 
did this soon after her death. Samuel’s grave was marked with a similar but 
smaller stone, and engraved with hand tools, ‘SAM H GOOCH D 1901’. I feel 
this was done by a family member several years after his death and erred 
in memory of his death year. So to update Elizabeth, enter 7 Nov. 1888, 
as her death date, buried at Nimblewill Ch. Cem. Lumpkin Co. Ga. Source, 
grave marker. KAKAAAAAKAAA

Goochland Co, was named for Sir WILLIAM GOOCH, Lieutenant Governor of Virginia 
from Sep. 8, 1727 to June 20, 1749. To better know this great man for whom the 
county was named, here are several extracts of what has been said of Governor 
GOOCH: 
In August, 1737, after GOOCH had servedthe Colony for nine years, the speaker 
of the House of Burgesses addressed him in terms of unqualified respect: "We 
have long experienced your love and good will to the people of this country 
and observe with what readiness you exhibit it upon all occasions. You have 
showed how easy it is to give universal satisfaction to the people under your 
government. You have not been intoxicated with the Power committed to you by 
his Majesty, but have used it like a faithful trustee, for the public good and 
with proper caution. You never propose Matters, without supposing Your Opinion 
subject to the examination of Others, nor strove to make other Mens run blindly 
and implicitly to Yours." 
Percy Scott Flippin says: "WILLIAM GOOCH, a native Englishman and former officer 
in the British Army*********pbroved to be the most successful and efficient 
executive in the history of the colony.” 
On November 14, 1746, WILLIAM GOOCH was created a baronet and in the following 
year was promoted to Major-General in the British Army. When GOOCH resigned his 
office as Governor of the Colony in 1749, because of ill health, it was to the 
regret of the colonists. He had been an able and energetic executive whose 
force was always tempered with tact. He died in Bath England, and was buried 
in Yarmouth. Sir WILLIAM GOOCH was survived by his wife. His only son, William 
had died in Virginia. Gov GOOCH, married Rebecca, daughter of ROBERT STAUNTON 
of Hampton, Middlesex, England. In her will Lady Rebecca, left to the College 
of William and Mary a large folio Bible, bound in four volumes, and a gilt 
sacrament cup, subsequently transferred to the Bruton Church. WILLIAM GOOCH 
was born October 21, 1681 - died December 17, 1751. 
The family of the GOOCH name in Virginia are descendants from Lieutenant 
Colonel HENRY GOOCH who was living in York County in 1656 and was an adherent 
of Nathaniel Bacon, Jr., whose revolution took place in 1676. HENRY GOOCH was 
probably a member of Governor GOOCH'S family.

Jean CHENEY PARADISE, daughter of Ada GOOCH CHENEY, reacted to query #2 
putting me in touch with descendents of Bartow GOOCH, FGR 29, page 32. I was 
able to talk with Bartow’s grandson, Grady GOOCH, and granddaughter, Frances 
TILLER GREENE. At Frances’ invitation, I attended the TILLER reunion and was 
able to meet the three living children of Bartow and Mary GOOCH. They are: 
Alice GOOCH TILLER, Martha GOOCH YOUNGBLOOD, and Willie GOOCH. Alice lives in 
a nursing home in Griffin; Martha lives in Thomaston, with her husband Occie 
and Willie lives out from Buford. I also talked with a number of others who 
are descended from Bartow. 


Jan MAGNESS BARRETT, Bedford, TX, who descended through Samuel and Eliz. 
(GRIZZLE) GOOCH. dau. Malinda Caroline GOOCH m. Fredrick C.B. MAGNESS, wrote 
about several queries. 


On query #1, Part 1. She says Laura, dau. of Samuel and Eliz.(GRIZZLE) GOOCH 
married (Wm P.) Pink TURNER and had these children: Zue, Barney and Dolly 
Part 2. She says Mary Ann GOUCH m. Enos MAGNESS (Bro. of Frederick C.B. 
MAGNESS mentioned above). Mary and Enos are buried near Winder, GA in the 
Union Baptist Church Cemetery. 

Part 3. "Samuel GOOCH who m. A.C. grizzle, was Tillman's son Sam. After first 
wife Betsy died, he married her niece Caroline. I believe that Caroline is the 
daughter of A.J. GRIZZLE, brother of Betsy. His name was Andrew Jackson. That 
Caroline is the only Caroline Grizzle of correct age and lineage that 1 have 
found". 

On Query #5 Jan confirms what I have found since the first newsletter. Sam 
died Jan. 9, 1900. So his widow Caroline was alone when the census was taken. 
Jan says, "My great-aunt who died about 1985 at 101 also said that her grand- 
father Sam GOOCH m. her grandmother Betsy’s niece, Caroline". 


Jan goes on to give other information from her MAGNESS-GOOCH family tree. 
Sam's middle initial appears to be H. It is on his tombstone and on some 
legal records. Sam and Betsy GOOCH are buried in the Nimblewill Baptist 
Cemetery in.Lumpkin County.
